BULGANIN AND RED OFFICIALDOM: More bottles than people 


T he foreign correspondent, by defi- 

nition overworked and underpaid (if 
you don’t believe it, ask one) found him- 
self a new champion this week in Soviet 
Premier Nikolai A. Bulganin. 

Chatting with reporters Saturday at 
a party given for foreign diplomats at a 
dacha outside of Moscow, Bulganin said: 
“You fellows shouldn’t work today. Re- 
lax, because it is Sunday and Sunday 
work is a violation of the labor laws, 
anyway.” 

The incident was reported by Dick 
Kasischke, AP bureau chief in Moscow, 
who, incidentally pressed his 15-year- 
old daughter Kathleen into service as a 
photographer at the affair. Her pictures 
were serviced by the AP.

Luncheon started at 3 p.m. and ended at 
5, but there was, one gathered, a certain 
amount of festivity both before and after. 

Among the events was a rowing con- 
test between Ambassador Chip Bohlen 
and Soviet First Deputy Premier Anastas 
Mikoyan. Bohlen won.
